I0PEN SHOP PLAN 


Cleveland, Jan. 7.—Eastern 
Ohio 
coal operators yesterday unanimously 
approved the plan of the committee to 
start the mines in Belmont, Jefferson 
and Harrison counties within the next 
few days on the open shop system. 
Only one mine of each company 
will be started and others will be 
put in commission as fast as the out­ 
put can be sold. 
At some of the 
mines it will require a week to pul 
the machinery and pits in shape to 
resume mining, but others will 
be 
ready within the week 
The rate to be paid 
miners 
was 
left to the individual operators. Some 
will try to start the mines at 44 61 
cents a ton for machine mined run 
of mine coal and others 58 cents for 
lump coal and 22 cents a ton for fine 
coal.

Great relief is afforded the farming 
interests of the country by the federal 
reserve act that was not vouchsafed 
them under the old national banking 
system, Which had been in operation 
in the U nited Jgtates since 1&63, until 
superseded in part by the new cur 
rency regulations Nov. 16, 1ÍH4. 
By provisions of the new currency 
law. national banks may now loan 
money 
upon Improved farm 
land, 
which it had not been possible for 
them heretofore to do. 
This will he 
a great boon to the fanning interests 
of the country, as well as providing a 
further avenue through which these 
institutions may distribute their funds 
to most reliable and worthy eustoim 
erg 
Regulations of the act provide that 
national banks may not loan above a 
certain amount of their time depos­ 
its in this way, but the portion Is 
great enough to afford material aid 
to the development of agricultural in­ 
terests in this country. 
Announcement 
of 
the 
terms 
by 
which these loans may be made, has 
just been issued by John Skelton Wil­ 
liams, controller of the currency, in 
Washington. Owing to the wide inter­ 
est which such a regulation m ust have 
for the agricultural and realty inter­ 
ests of the country it is given: 
'T h e maximum amount of loans 
which a national hank may make on 
real estate under the term s of section 
24 of the federal reserve act shall be 
limited to an amount not In excess of 
one-third of its time deposits at the 
time of making of the loan, and not 
in excess of one-third of its average 
time deposits during the preceding 
calendar year; provided, however, that ^ 
if one-third of such time deposits as ( 
of the date of making the loan or 
one-third of the average time depos­ 
its for the preceding calendar year 
shall have amounted to less than one- 
fourth of the capital and surplus of 
the bank as of the date of the loan, 
then, in that event, the hank shall 
have authority to make loans upon 
real estate under the terms of the act 
to the extent of one-fourth of the 
bank’s capital and surplus as of the 
date of making the loan.”

Lisbon, Jan. 7.—The, American Sew­ 
er Pipe company is constructing a 
three-story addition to its big plant 
Just east of Lisbon, which, when com­ 
pleted. will make the plant one of the 
biggest operated by the company in 
the country.
